The Airplane in Forest Fire Patrol 
t Wort la Proving Very 
Efficacious 


Recently the initial trip was made, 
from Kamloops, British Columbia, of 
a new airplane which had been flown 
up from Vancouver to be used in 
patrol work over the forests in that 
district administered by the Dominion 
Forestry Branch. The machine in use 
earlier in the season was returned to 
Vancouver for overhauling. The new 
plane was piloted by Major McLaurin 
of Vancouver and with him *on this 
trip were Mr. D. Roy Cameron, dis¬ 
trict forest inspector, and Mr. J. A. 
Wilson, of Ottawa, secretary of the 
Air Board of Canada. The trip of 
250 miles was made in three hours 
and twenty minutes. There had been 
a smoke haze for some days, which 
had made detection of fires from the 
lookout stations difficult and the use 
of the airplane with its greater range 
of visibility overcame this. 


faetbi in the upkeep of the fertility of 
the land and of a permanent type of 
agriculture, there should never be a 
time when the livestock breeder need 
1 curtail his breeding opportunities or 
lose sight of his goal—quality live¬ 
stock for efficient production. In 
periods of low prices, it is sometimes 
necessary for the farmer to neglect 
the future in order to take care of the 
present. It may also be necessary for 
a farmer who lacks capital to follow 
methods which he would change under 
other conditions. But, in general, it is 
advisable to follow a lystem of live¬ 
stock farming that will ensure a 
steady and ever-increasisg return. 

Such returns cannot be looked for 
when the breeder is handling stock of 
questionable productivity and working 
on an “in and out” system. Under 
such a system, heSe usually “out” 
when he should be “in,” and vice 
1 ersa. On the other hand, the breeder 1 
who.has high quality, productive stock 
Jid who holds on through thick and- 
•hin, reaps his reward when the law j 
of Supply and demand again raises 
•Jiices to a remunerative level. It is 
not sufficient to stay “in”. Every ef- 
'crt should be bent to increase the 
efficiency of the live stock. The 
breeder who did not get rid of his in¬ 
efficient stock when prices for meat 
were at a high level missed a golden 
opportunity, but it is no reason why 
to eat

Therein lies the sunny 
side, for even the breeder of high- 
class stock has been hit, though not so 
hard as the breeder of mediocre stock, 
and he has to meet the falling off in 
demand by a reduction of prices. As 
a consequence breeding stock of a 
quality to bring about rapid improve¬ 
ment in the average herd or flock can 
be obtained at reasonable prices. 
This is particularly true of sheep and 
swine and to a lesser degree of cattle 
and horses. Any farmer or breeder 
who feels or knows that he Is handi¬ 
capped under the present conditions 
by the lack of productivity or quality 
in his stock, should take steps imme¬ 
diately to secure improved sire-T to 
put at the head of his herds and 
flocks. Undoubtedly, there is no way 
in which improvement can be wrought 
more throughly and more economical¬ 
ly than through the use of improved 
sires.

Exports $80,000,000 Qver Imports 
. for the Year Ending 
October 31 

A summary of the trade of Canada 
for the 12 months ended October 31, 
issued by the external trade branch, 
shows a total import trade to the 
value of $859,626,267 for 1921, as com¬ 
pared with $1,339,639,463 for 1920. 
Duty collected in 1921 period amount¬ 
ed to $127,481,946, as against $210,- 
236,382 in 1920. Total exports during 
the period in 1921 amounted to $941,- 
566,436, as compared with $1,263,784,- 
533 in 1920 and $1,262,061,959 in 1919. 

. During the 1921 period Canada im¬ 
ported goods from the United King¬ 
dom to the value of $129,036,646 and 
exported goods to the United King¬ 
dom to the value of $296,778,084.
